OW IS THE TIME for all true followers of Christ to reassert the 

power of His Gospel to the fullest. For this, a world on the edge 

| ’ of the precipice is waiting. “For if our Gospel is hid, it is hid to 

them that are lost; in whom the god of this world hath blinded the 

minds of them that believe not, lest the light of the glorious Gospel of Christ, 
who is the image of God, should shine unto them.” (2 Cor. 4:3, 4.) 

The ministering of this Gospel to the people has its secret which, if 
betrayed, nullifies its message and turns it into its opposite, namely, the work 
of Satan. The twenty centuries of Christian Church history, especially as ex- 
emplified in the Church of Rome, bears sad witness to this. 

The secret is that those who preach it cannot exalt themselves or their 
organization thereby. If the ministers of this Gospel stand between the sinner 
and the Saviour and siphon off the power into themselves or their church 
organizations, they become spiritual “‘hi-jackers,” exploiting the message for 
their own aggrandizement. “For though I preach the Gospel,” says Paul (I 
Cor. 9:16), “I have nothing to glory in; for necessity is laid upon me; Yea, 
woe is unto me if I preach not the Gospel.” 

Why ask then, the why and wherefore of Communism today? It is the 
revolt of the masses. But if the masses of the people revolt they must have a 
compelling reason for so doing. Many think this revolt is merely because 
those masses have been deprived of bread and other material needs. But the 
need for bread is secondary in the heart of man. Deeper still is the more 
crying need for the meat of the spirit. Communism thrives best where the 
power of the Gospel of Jesus Christ has been robbed from the masses of 
the people by grandiose and authoritarian church organizations—in Russia 
where an authoritarian church-state combination for centuries ground down 
the people, in Italy and other Catholic-dominated countries where attempts at 
Evangelical reform were crushed by the rack and the stake. Spain and Portugal 
would turn violently communistic tomorrow were it not for the iron fist of 
dictators Franco and Salazar backed by the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 

Communism is the weapon that the masses of the people seize upon to 
revenge the spiritual robbery committed against them through the centuries. 
These masses, once liberated, violently tear to pieces first the religious symbols 
that remind them of their spiritual robber barons. In their blind fury they 
attack cardinals and bishops, priests and even innocent nuns. Although they 
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do not know in a positive way of what they have been robbed, they sense its 
need by its lack. For this lack tells them that their priests have intercepted and 
channeled off a power that belongs among the people. 


Fascism, which was Vatican-supported and thrust down the people’s 
throats with castor oil and other brutalities, was no substitute for the power 
of the Christian Gospel. And Fascism’s debacle left the same lack of spiritual 
vigor in the people and turned them instead to the violent overthrow of all 
that represented the old order in church and state. 


Woe indeed unto the minister of the Gospel, be he Catholic or Protestant, 
who thus exploits the power that comes from Calvary, instead of helping it to 
flow into the hearts of men.

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Bishop Carroll gave the following 
18 oficial teaching of the Roman Catho- 
Wea lic Church on the drinking of alcohol: 


“Simply it is this. Alcoholic drinks in 
themselves are a natural good which 
man has received from the Oreator. 
When God created the world—He 
saw that it was good.’ When alcoholic 
drink is used in moderation it can and 
does contribute to man’s natural hap- 
piness and well being.” 




















Bishop Carroll was taken to task a 
few days later by Dr. E. Stanley Jones, 
missionary and evangelist, who was 
conducting a series of meetings in 
Wichita at the time. He scored a point 
against the bishop when he declared: 


"Bishop Carroll says that you can- 
not make a man virtuous by legisla- 
tion and authoritarian methods, and 
it must be voluntary from within. 
That is a strange and incongruous 
argument from the lips of a man 
who represents an authoritarian sys- 
tem of religion—the most authori- 
tarian the world has ever seen— 
which tells those under it what they 
can do and cannot do, with reward 
of heaven for obedience and the 
penalty of hell for disobedience and 


excommunication.” 




















Calling upon Bishop Carroll to be 
logical, Dr. E. Stanley Jones declared 
‘| that the bishop “should either abandon 
the imperious demands on his flock, or 
should abandon his argument in favor 
of repeal of prohibition. He cannot 
hold both.” Dr. Jones was referring to 
the many authoritarian laws of the 
Roman Catholic Church which have 
nothing to do with holiness or salva- 
tion, for instance, the forced celibacy 
of the clergy, abstinence from meat on 
friday, attendance at Mass on Sunday, 
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and the host of other laws and regula- 
tions which the Roman Catholic 
Church imposes upon its people under 
pain of eternal damnation. 


Dr. Jones also pointed out that, ac- 
cording to Bishop Carroll’s argument 
that you cannot make a man virtuous 
by legislation, “you should repeal 
every law against stealing, rape, arson 
and murder, because you cannot make 
a man virtuous by legislation. It is non- 
sense.” 


Bishop Carroll himself quoted some 
facts and figures that would seem to 
put him to shame in standing up in his 
pulpit to urge his Catholic people to 
vote for repeal and to make a defense 
of drinking liquor. Here are some of 
the figures that Bishop Carroll gave in 
his talk: 


_ 1) “Half of the people in the Unit- 
ed States over the age of eighteen 
years drink intoxicating beverages;” 


2) “More than 750,000 of these 
people are confirmed alcoholics—peo- 
ple whose lives are physical and moral 
wrecks;”’ 


3) “Some 2,500,000 in addition 
drink to such an extent that their phys- 
ical and mental health is seriously im- 
paired;” 

4) “In 1946 Americans spent $8, 
700,000,000 for liquor, enough money 
to build a million modern homes which 
would be a tremendous blessing today 
in view of the housing shortage.” 

Why then does a bishop of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church have to get up 
in his pulpit and praise the drinking 
of alcoholic beverages? 
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I WAS A Roman Catholic priest in 

the diocese of Scranton, Pa. for ten 
years, but found no peace of soul for 
myself or those committed to my care 
in the exercise of the priesthood. I 
voluntarily resigned the priesthood 
and eventually joined the work of 
Christ’s Mission.

A. O'Connor, himself a converted 
priest, who was filled with zeal to 
bring the knowledge of his new-found 
evangelical faith to his former Cathe 
lic people. 

My particular aim now is to help 
other priests into the light of this 
glorious Gospel teaching, and to help 
them to go forth likewise and preach 
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itto their Catholic people. This par- 
ticular work of helping and finding 
financial support for other priests who 
wish to leave the Roman Catholic 
Church and join. us at Christ's Mis- 
son, has been allotted to me as a 
special work by Christ’s Mission.

I am not at liberty to pub- 
lish the names of those priests who are 
anxious to come and join us at Christ’s 
Mission. But I will be glad to make 
these known confidentially to those 
who are sincerely willing to help.

I am now studying at National Bibl 
Institute to prepare myself to preach 
the Evangelical doctrine. I hope to he 
able to dedicate myself entirely to pas. 
toral work, since I fed 
that God has called me 
into this kind of a minis 
try. I wish to thank Dr, 
Lehmann, Mr. Burke and 
other friends who have 
cared for me, welcomed 
me into their fellowship, 
and given me the opportunity to serve 
our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 


I would like to invite all priests who 
are seeking peace of soul and who 
would like to clearly see the pure light 
of the Gospel of Christ, to stop and 
think for a moment of the great spirit- 
ual fruits, as well as material, derived 
from choosing a life free from bondage 
and subservience to those who consider 
themselves demi-gods on earth. Accord. 
ing to Paul in his Epistle to the Ro 
mans, we are all alike in the sight of 
God. 


I am sure the readers of the Magazine 
will pray for me that I might use the 
talents given me to the glory of Christ 
alone, Who hath redeemed me by His 
own blood. Pray also that I may be an 
instrument in His service to give forth 
the Word of Life, according to what. 
Christ Himself said to the devil: “Man 
shall not live by bread alone, but by 
every word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” 


Mr. Tovar is only one of several 
priests who has asked our help. Some 
of them are still in the priesthood, and 
would voluntarily leave if we could 
find the means for their support.

Pity This Priest In 


ECAUSE he dared to criticize dic- 
tator Perén “four or five times in 
sermons or letters,” Father Jose M. 
Dunphy was expelled from his parish 
of the Church of Corpus Domini by 
Cardinal Copello, Archbishop of Bu- 
enos Aires and Primate of Argentina. 
This was reported in a special dispatch 
in the N. Y. Times of last January 7. 


Father Dunphy was replaced by the 
Rev. Remo Mariotti, according to an- 
other N. Y. Times’ report, ‘three 
months and ten days after Senora 
(Eva) Perén’s newspaper ‘Domocracia’ 
had declared that ‘the priest Dunphy 
should be removed from his parish.’ ” 
The official order bearing the Arche- 
piscopal seal simply stated that Father 
Dunphy had been “dismissed and pro- 
hibited” from his post of vicar and ad- 
ministrator of his parish. “May God 
protect you!’ was written above the 
signature. Even an ecclesiastical trial 
was denied him, and it seems doubtful 
if even an appeal to the Vatican will 
hel 
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Argentina ! 


The Cardinal personally called upon 
Father Dunphy last October 3, and 
suggested it would be better if he 
would “voluntarily resign,” and “in- 
dicated that a new post with a mon- 
astic order here in Buenos Aires would 
be waiting for him.” This is the old 
trick of railroading a recalcitrant priest 
into a monastery, after which nothing 
more would be heard of him. 


On December 18, Dunphy was 
questioned by the “political section of 
the police,” but he insisted that his 
stand against Perén had been based 
“exclusively on religious and moral 
grounds.” 


Dunphy, born in Argentine, who is a 
descendant of an Irish family, is 42 
years old and has been a priest for 17 
years. We converted priests at Christ's 
Mission can surely thank God for 
Protestant America, where no dictat- 
or’s wife or cardinal can jail us in a 
monastery for speaking the truth.

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First Protestants Were 
All Roman Catholics 


ROTESTANTS FORGET that the 

heritage of their faith which they 
now possess began with the conver- 
sion of priests and people of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church in the 16th cen- 
tury.

FAITH AND FREEDOM 

The two main changes that came 
about as a result of the Protestant 
Reformation concerned: 1) the reas- 
sertion of the true faith in Christ and 
His saving work; 2) a new culture of 
freedom in the social order. A change 
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back to the Roman Catholic teaching 
on these two vital matters would mean 
abandonment of the true evangelical 
way of salvation, and, as a conse- 
quence, a return to a social order some- 
what similar to what Europe experi- 
enced during the Middle Ages. This is 
the issue at stake in the struggle today 
between the forces of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church and those of Protestant- 
ism. This is what is behind the great 
drive of Roman Catholic propagand- 
ists today to induce Protestants to ke- 
come Roman Catholics and to make 
America Catholic. 


It is therefore necessary, first of all, 
to understand what your Protestant 
faith means to you. If Protestants are 
not convinced of the vital importance 
of what they believe about salvation, 
then the culture which flows from that 
belief is not important either. 


Martin Luther, more than 400 years 
ago, clearly understood and strenuous- 
ly fought for these social liberties that 
resulted from his reassertion of the 
Gospel teaching of salvation by grace 
through faith. In his famous treatise, 
On the Babylonian Captivity of the 
Church, published in October, 1520, 
Luther explained it in this way: "TI cry 
aloud on behalf of liberty and con- 
science, and I proclaim with confidence 
that no kind of law can with any jus- 
tice be imposed on Christians, whether 
by men or by angels, except so far as 
they themselves will; for we are free 
from all.”

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UNIQUE TEACHING OF SALVATION 


As a Protestant, you know and be- 
lieve in a salvation that is quite differ- 
ent to that taught to Roman Catholic 
people. What Roman Catholics have 
to believe about salvation is the old, 
pagan anti-Christian way, by which 
men are mot changed from a state of 
slavery to God and to other men. The 
“newness” of the Christian Gospel 
teaching about salvation consists in 
the almost incredible proclamation 
that man’s status has been changed, 
not only from slavery to other men, 
but also from a state of slavery to God 
Himself, into one of divine sonship 
with God." And if children then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint heirs with 
Christ.” (Rom. 8:17.) 

No other religion ever dared to of- 
fer such a great salvation. And any 
church organization that proclaims and 
teaches this great salvation cannot 
make use of that teaching as a weapon 
of power over its followers. It is for 
this reason that Protestant countries 
tend to ever-increasing liberty and so- 
cial betterment, while Roman Catho- 
lic-dominated countries remain in a 
backward state morally and socially. 


As a believer in this great salvation, 
you can claim this double liberation. 
Your Protestant concept of salvation 
in the spiritual order is synonymous 
with freedom and liberation in the 
social order. For it stands to reason, 
that if you are saved from sin in such 
a way that your status is changed from 
that of a slave into one of sonship with 
God, you can never allow other men 
to tyrannize over you in your social and 
community life. With Luther above 
quoted, you can cry aloud on behalf 
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of liberty of conscience, and joyfully 
proclaim with confidence that no dic 
tatorship of men, either in church of 
state, can be imposed upon you. 




















FAITH STANDS ALONE 


All men crave liberty and freedom 
but not all men are willing to submit 
themselves to the power that will make 
them free. Believing Protestants will 
always therefore be in the minority, 
You may be overwhelmed at the 
thought of the huge masses of people 
who belong to the Roman Catholic 
Church, as well as by the magnificence 
of its ritual and its spectacular political 
power. Yet the faith and freedom you 
enjoy today was won for you by men 
who dared to stand up and separate 
themselves from that huge organize 
tion in order to assert the freedom that 
is to be found in Christ.

Church will give you the comfort of a 
crowd, but will rob you of the personal 
liberties which belong with the indi 
vidual acceptance of Christ as your full 
and perfect Saviour. 
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HERE’S YOUR SCORE!

1. You are assured, on the Word of 
God, of complete salvation without 
the intermediary of a priesthood. 


Your salvation is ‘‘to the uttermost.” 
It is “perfected” by the one, unrepeat- 
able sacrifice of Christ on Calvary, of- 
fered “once for all,” and “forever.” 









2. You have no fear of condemne 
tion after death. 


“There is therefore now no condem- 
nation to them that are in Christ Jesus.’ 
(Rom. 8:1.) 
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3. Your sins are completely forgiv- 
m—both the ‘guilt’ and the ‘punish- 
ment’ are taken away. 


As a Catholic, you would have to 
depend on a half-forgiveness by a 

jest in confession; you would have 
to believe that a priest’s absolution 
(all other regulations being complied 
with) can take away only the guilt of 
your sins, that you yourself would 
have to suffer the punishment for 
them, both in this life and the next. 


4. You can dispense with Purga- 
tory, since “The blood of Jesus Christ 
deanses us from ALL sin.” (1 Jn. 1:7.) 


You need not be deceived by a re- 
cent Knights of Columbus advertise- 
ment headed: “Not Quite Good 
Enough .. .” and which goes on to say: 
“That's the way most of us feel: not 
quite good enough for heaven, not 
quite bad enough for hell.” 


5. Your soul’s destiny is not in the 
bands of priests, bishops and popes, 
but in the hands of your true Saviour 
Jesus Christ, pierced for your sake. 


These are the only hands that can 
sive. The hands of men are powerless 
to save your soul. 


6. Your final authority is the Word 
of God Himself. 


You must have a secure authority 
on which to rest your hope of salva- 
tion. No man can be such a final in- 
fallible authority. The ‘Rock’ on which 
all your hopes and aspirations rest is 


Christ. 


7. The pastor of your church acts 
as the ‘minister of God’s Word.’ 


He does not rob you of the power 
of Christ and use it for the aggrand- 
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izement of his church organization or 
of himself. He does not pretend to be 
able to offer a sacrifice to appease God 
(partially) for your sins and to be 
able to forgive you your sins (par- 
tially) in confession. He puts you in 
touch with your only Saviour, Who 
accomplished for you a “perfect” work 
of salvation and forgiveness. When 
God “perfects” something, how can 
a man’ come along and say he can make 
up for a deficiency in it or add to it? 


8. You enjoy a two-fold liberation: 
from sin and from the dictatorial 
power of men in Church and State. 


As a Christian saved completely 
from the power of sin, your whole 
status toward God and man is changed. 
From being a slave to God you become 
a son of God. It is obvious, therefore, 
that you can never be a slave of any 
man of organization in Church or 
State. This is where your Protestant 
culture of freedom comes from. 


9. The power of authority resides 
in you, nat in any dictator or institu- 
tion. outside of you. 


Those who rule you in Church and 
State are merely delegated by you to 
act for you in the public forum. You, 
together with others in your communi- 
ty, can withdraw that delegated power 
whenever there is danger of its being 
abused and appoint others pledged not 
to do so. This is the root of Christian 
freedom as you know it in your demo- 
cratic, representative form of govern- 
ment, in spiritual things as well as in 
things pertaining to the social and po- 
litical order. 


10. Your marriage, education of 
your children, your charitable institu- 
tions such as hospitals, orphanages, 
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medical science, recreation, theatres 
and other amusements, what you may 
read, write and speak in public, as well 
as the conduct of things in your town 
or community, are not arranged for 
you by Roman Catholic law and prac- 
tice, as they would be if Protestants 
in your community or country declined 
in number to the extent that would 
enable Catholic Church authorities to 
assume power. 


The freedom now enjoyed by Cath- 
olics in your Protestant community life 
would then be denied you and your 
church by the dominant Catholic pow- 
er. As in Spain today, you would have 
no legal status as a Protestant; there 
would be no tax exemption for your 
church, and Protestant schools would 
be forbidden. , 


WOULD YOU SWEAR TO THIS OATH? 


Protestants who become Roman 
Catholics are obliged to take the fol- 
lowing oath on the Bible: 


OATH FOR PROTESTANTS 


{Following is the complete official 
text of the solemn oath which Protes- 
tants must take before being baptized 
and received into theCatholicChurch}: 


"I, (Name), having before my eyes 
the holy Gospels, which I touch with 
my hand, and knowing that no one 
can be saved without that faith 
which the Holy, Catholic, Apostolic 
Roman Church holds, believes, and 
teaches, against which I have great- 
ly erred, inasmuch as I have held 
and believed doctrines opposed to 
her teaching: 


"I now, with grief and contrition 
for my past errors, profess that I 
believe the Holy, Catholic, Apostolic 


Roman Church to be the only tr 
Church established on earth by Jesus 
Christ, to which I submit myself 
with my whole heart. I believe al 
the articles that she proposes for 
belief, and I reject and condewll 
that she rejects and condemns, and 
I am ready to observe all that sh 
commands me. And especially 1 pro 
fess that I believe: 


“One only God in three divin 
persons, distinct from, and equal to, 
each other—that is to say, the Fath 
er, the Son, and the Holy Ghost; 


“The Catholic doctrine of the ln 
carnation, Passion, Death and Re. 
urrection of our Lord Jesus Chris, 
and the personal union of the two 
natures, the divine and the human, 
the divine Maternity of the mos 
holy Mary, together with her mos 
spotless Virginity; 

“The true, real, and substantia 
presence of the Body and Blood, to 
gether with the Soul and Divinity of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, in the mos 
holy Sacrament of the Eucharist; 


“The seven sacraments instituted 
by Jesus Christ for the salvation of 
mankind, that is to say, Baptism, 
Confirmation, Eucharist, Penanee, 
Extreme Unction, Order, Matt 
mony; 


“Purgatory, the Resurrection of 
the dead, Everlasting life; 


“The Primacy, not only of hondt, 
but also of jurisdiction of the Roma 
Pontiff, successor of St. Peter, Printe 
of the Apostles, Vicar of Jesw 
Christ; 


“The veneration of the saints anh 
their images; 
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“The authority of the Apostolic 
and Ecclesiastical Traditions, and of 
the Holy Scriptures, which we must 
interpret and understand only in the 
sense which our holy mother the 
Catholic Church has held, and does 
hold; 


“And everything else that has 
been defined and declared by the sa- 
cred Canons, and by the General 
Councils, and particularly by the 
holy Council of Trent, and deliv- 
ered, defined and declared by the 
General Council of the Vatican, es- 
pecially concerning the Primacy of 
the Roman Pontiff, and his infallible 
teaching authority. 


“With a sincere heart, therefore, 
and with unfeigned faith, I detest 
and abjure every error, heresy, and 
sect opposed to the said Holy, Cath- 


olic, and Apostolic Roman Church. 


"So help me God, and these His 
holy Gospels, which I touch with 
my hand.” 

Note that you would here swear, on the 
Word of God Himself in the Bible, not to 


take God at His Word, but to take the 
vord of a man instead! 


8 ROMAN CATHOLICISM 
WORE ATTRACTIVE? 

I have already fully explained all 
the so-called advantages and attrac- 
tions to be enjoyed by becoming a Ro- 
man Catholic. To many these are most 
appealing, and they are made even 
more appealing by the way in which 
Koman Catholic propagandists adver- 
tise them. In the K-of-C ad about Pur- 
gatory quoted above, for instance, you 
wetold: “Purgatory is one of the most 
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human and comforting of our Catho- 
lic beliefs.” 

Although Catholics are made to 
think so, and many Protestants are 
also deceived by it, this is downright 
falsehood. “It gives us a place for 
squaring our lesser obligations with 
God,” this ad says, “should death 
overtake us before we have reached 
perfection.” 

In the first place, by our own works 
we can never “square ourselves with 
God” (atone for our sins); and sec- 
ondly, we, by our own works or suf- 
ferings, can never reach “perfection.” 
Jesus Christ, our Saviour, has “squared” 
things with God for us, and He has 
“perfected forever those that are sanc- 
tified.”” Besides, it is no comfort to 
have to believe that, after all that has 
been suffered by Christ and by our- 
selves, after all the sacrifices of the 
Mass, confessions, penances, novenas, 
money contributions, etc., we still have 
to descend into a lake of fire after we 
die, and remain there at the mercy of 
priests and others on earth. 


Are drinking, gambling and other 
indulgences allowed to Catholics but 
frowned on by Protestants as attractive 
as they are said to be? It must be ad- 
mitted that they do appeal to weak 
human nature, but they are a source 
of shame and remorse to the spiritual 
man. There is great joy in not yielding 
to those things; headaches, heartaches 
and stark tragedy result from indul- 
gence in them. The fruits of the spirit, 
on the other hand are: love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance. (Gal. 
5:22.) 





Do you want to be sure of your sal- 
vation ? 


Do you want to have Christ as your 
own personal Saviour, without a priest 
between you and God, the Pope be- 
tween you and your Government ?

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» IN AUSTRIA the Austrian People’s 
Party (the Catholic Party) has the ma- 
jority in the Legislature, and is fighting 
for new government-supported parochial 
schools. The Socialist Party is next in 
strength to the Catholics, and is divided 
on the issue of state support for Catholic 
schools. Communists are not represented 
in the government, and in the legislature 
their strength is almost negligible. 


» IN BRAZIL the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy persuaded the government to for- 
bid a public ceremony in Sao Paulo last 
September by the Brazilian Catholic 
Church—which was founded some time 
ago by former Roman Catholic Bishop 
Carlos Duarte. The objection was raised 
by the Catholic authorities that the hold- 
ing of the Mass in a public place by this 
non-Roman Catholic Church would oper- 
ate against the “freedom” of the Roman 
Catholic Church since the new church “im- 
itates’’ Roman Catholic rites and symbols. 
According to the ‘Christian Century’ of 
last November 17, Protestants in Brazil 
have protested the banning of this public 
ceremony, and pointed out that under the 
same argument the freedom of Catholics 
in Protestant countries might be imperil- 
ed, since they ‘imitate’? many symbols 
used by Protestants.

Froom; 862 pp. Review and Herald Publishing Co., Price $5.00] 


ys is the second of four projected 
volumes of Dr. Froom’s monumen- 
tal work under this general title. It is 
also the second to be published, hav- 
ing been preceded by volume three, 
and is to be followed soon by vol- 
umes one and four now in prepara- 
tion. Each volume represents an enor- 
mous amount of research and financial 
outlay hardly possible if undertaken as 
a commercial venture. 

This volume alone contains fifty- 
five rare illustrations, pictures and 
gtaphic charts gathered from the best 
libraries all over the world. 

Though prophetic interpretation is 
a highly controversial subject, the auth- 
or’s strictly objective method in these 
volumes precludes personal opinions 
and affords the student unbiased and 
undeniable historical evidence from 
which each may form his own views. 
Interpretations of the future develop- 
ment of God's plan (because still hid- 
den from us) leave a wide scope for 
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disagreement. But what has already] 4 


been revealed of the plan of God 
through tested historic events leaves 
little or no area for such disagreement, 
The facts of history unerringly speak 


to us of that part of God’s plan that} ( 


has already unrolled itself on the film 
of time. From that, its future develop 
ment may be fairly well guessed at 
The thoroughly documented evidence 
of past historic events, graphically 
illustrated by such an abundance of 
pictures and charts as offered us in 
these volumes of Dr. Froom’s, is t 
me, not only instructive and fascinat- 
ing, but amazing. 

‘CLOUD OF WITNESSES’ 

This second volume is of particulat 
interest to us converted Catholic 
priests. For it deals exclusively with 
prophetic witnesses of the pre-Refor 
mation and Reformation period d 
Christian Church history. 

What amazes me is that almost all 
of the great cloud of witnesses whos 
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of Protestants 


positive testimony is recorded and pic- 
tured on page after page of this huge 
volume, were once priests like us of 
the Roman Catholic Church. More 
amazing still, some of them were high- 
ly placed prelates—bishops and car- 
dinals—of the Church of Rome. Some 
of these never separated from that 
Church, either because there was no 
other Church to which they could be- 
long before the Protestant Reforma- 
tion, or because they chose to remain, 
in the hope that they could reform 
their Church by remaining within it, 
and still continue to bear witness 
against its satanic frustration of the 
saving work of Christ.

EVANGELICAL AND PROPHETIC 


As the author significantly proves by 
objective evidence, the whole Protes- 
tant Reformation movement rests on 
not one, but ¢wo main reform incen- 
tives: one, Evangelical, the other Pro- 
phetic. The two were inseparably 
joined, and jointly guided the Reform- 
ers in their break with Rome. In fact, 
the Prophetic witness to the Antichrist 
character of Roman Church doctrine 
and practice preceded the Evangelical, 
and the latter may be said to have 
been possible only as a result of the 
former. In other words, if the great 
priest-reformers, from the 14th cen- 
tury on, had not become convinced of 
the fulfillment of the historic role of 
Antichrist in their Church, their Evan- 
gelical reform would never have suc- 
ceeded. 


There being incontrovertible evi-

His courageous defi- 
ance before the Emperor at the Diet of 
Worms: “Here I stand; God help 
me!” was rooted in his conviction that 
the whole issue of the Reformation 
was one of Christ versus Antichrist. 
Yet he wrote to Pope Leo X (a corrupt 
pope if ever there was one): 
“Therefore, most Holy Father Leo, pray

Luther and others had to correct the 
mistaken idea of some, that the Anti- 
christ in their day was the Turks— 
just as today many are deceived into 
thinking that the “Reds,” not the Ro- 
man Papacy, are the Antichrist. In a 
letter dated December 11, 1518, Luth- 
er wrote to Wenseslaus Link as fol- 
lows: 


“TI will send you these compositions of 
mine, that you may judge whether I 
am right in my divination when I as- 
sert that the true Antichrist mentioned 
by St. Paul reigns in the court of 
Rome and is, as I think I can prove, a 
greater pest than the Turks.” (p. 253) 


Luther enshrined his conviction of 
the Papacy as the continuing Antichrist 
in his great hymn, A Mighty Fortress, 
which all Protestants “ss so lustily 
today: 

“For still our ancient foe, 

Doth seek to work us woe; 

Strong mail of craft ana power 

He weareth in this hour; 

On earth is not his equal.”

@® THE ACCUSATION of the Hun 
garian Government against Cardinal 
Mindszenty that he had conspired with 
Cardinal Spellman in New York to 
set up Archduke Otto of Hapsburg as 
Emperor. of a Catholic Kingdom in the 
center of Europe “after the Third 
World War” reminds us of the pro- 
tection and privileges secured for Otto 
of Hapsburg by Cardinal Spellman 
during the war years.
